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FUNERAL OF THE LATE LORD PALMEBSTON. 


Тик last earthly honours have been rendered by the English people 
to the great minister whom the hand of death bas st length re- 
moved from us for ever. The remains of Lord Palmerston were on 
Friday, October 27ib, consigned to tbcir final resting-place in 
Westminster Abbey, with all the pomp and ceremony of & great 
pubiic interment, an illustration cf which we give in our first page. 
Her Majesty, through tbe app intment of ва immediate representa- 
tive, availed berself of the only opportunity fa her power of parti- 
cipating in the solemn psgesnt; the Prince of Wales and the Duke 
of Cambridge te-tified by their personal presence their sense of the 
many services whioh the deceased nobleman rer dered to the British 
Crown; diplomatists, Cabinet ministers, aud members of both 
louaes of the legislature, gathored again round all that remeined of 
the great pclitioal obiet; und ths people in large masses, and 
through their elec «d officers, offered their last tribute of respect 
and affection to оге of the most popular and fortunate statesmen 
E: gland has ever known. 

Lord Palmerston, as stated іп our last, died at Brookett Hall, in 
Hertfordshire, on Wednesday, the 18‹һ о! Ootober, two daye before 
the completion of the eighty-firet year of his age. A brief interval 
then elapsed before it was finally determined that Westminster 
Abbey should be chosen as the place of his interment. The corpse 
was on Monday, the 28rd, removed for this purpose to Oambridge 
House, his ъа dett residence їп London; &nd there it rested 
with little or no state until the ceremony of faterment. Applications 
soon crowded in upon the representatives of his family from оотро- 
rate bodies and distinguished private personages for permission to 
testify by their presence at the funeral their rot pot for Lis memory. 
Upwarde of 2,000 tickets of admission to Westminster Abbey are 
said to have been used before Thursday evening. The limited 
accommodation which the churoh sfforcs rendered it necessary to 
refuse a similar favour to a number of ether petitioners; bat the 
crowd whioh in one way or ancther took part іп the cere пору o^m- 

prised ап array of rank, atation, power, renown, and pablio services 
such as rate y acoompanies to the narrow prison house the inani- 
mate forme of humanity. 

The morning of the funeral broke softly aud freshly, and even 
the faint first beams of the late sutumnal enu came upon us as 8 
welcome surprise after the heavy pertistent deluge of rsin whioh 
descended upon us throughout tho whole of tho day preceding. As 
the houra wore on the day kept the promise of the dawn, and the 
sun filled the heavene with а calm, pale light until shortly after two 
o'clook, when а dull, heavy shower, which с ;ntinued to pour down 
for nearly half an hour, again chilled and s -tarated the earth aud 
air. The procession to the Abvey bad foituns'ely closed а short 
time previously, and, still more fortunately, the rest of the afternoon 
was dry, and the early portion of the night was almost uncleuded. 

Twelve o’clook was the hour announced for the departure of the 
procession from Cambridge House, and this arrangement was car- 
ried into effect with commendable punctuality. 

deer ang the line there were a few houses here and there oom- 
pletely ; and all the rest had portions of their front vindo ve 
covered with shutters. The blinds in the mansions of шару of the 
nobility and gentry were drawn olose. These were, however, al- 
most the only indications cf mourning which the external sspects of 
ше streets afforded. The Reform Olub House presented the most 
sombre objeot in the entire district. А long black drapery, arranged 
by Mr. W. O. Garstip, of Welbeck-strest, bung from the whole of tie 
first floor; ita osntral doorway was similarly dressed; and over the 
doorway wes another mass of dark cloth, bearing in its centre the 
letter „P,“ surmounted by a viscount's coronet, and having under- 
neath theee wreaths of immorte les. The iron pillars on either side 
ot the door were alio covered with olotb, decorated apirally with 
black end white cord, and carrying а coronet. Brookes’s Olub, on 
the west side of St. James's-s'reer, and “ Boodle’s,” which almost 
direotly faces it, were also darkly draped, although somewhat lese 
heavily. The other clubs in the grest club region were covered 
with no trappings of woe; and the principal сзапде which we ob- 
served im the general sppearance of the shops was thet of Messrs. 
— whioh adjoins ''Boodlés," and which was, of course, 
marked with dhe handiwork of the undertaker. The Admiralt 

flag was bang halí-msst high from their offices in Whitehal 
Gwydyr House, which now affords acoommodation to the Poor-law 
Board, asd the long front of the Treasury on the opposite side of 
Whitehall bad their doors closed, and the blinds of al their win- 
dows were drawn down. There were people assembled at many of 
the houses and olubs, but their numbers were not very considerable, 
and 8 grave Gecorum was the prevailing characteristic of the whole 
scene, 

About eleven o'clock the Oabinet Miniiters and the relatives of 
the deceased statesman began to assemble at Cambridge House. 
Among the first of the mou ners who thus arrived were Sir Charles 
Wood, the Bari ot Olarendon, Mr. Brand, Lord Shaftesbury, Mr. 
Cowper, the Duke of Argyll, Mr. Osrdwell, Earl Raesell avd the 
Ohancellor of the Exchequer. A little latter the Dake of Cambridge 
drove up to and entered the mansion ; and he was speedily followed 
by the Speaker of the House of Oommons. 

A detachment of the London Irish Volunteers had by this tine 
srrived im Piooadilly, and had taken up their station on the south 
side of the road facing Cambridge House. A number of the Rom- 
sey Volunteers and 8 company of forty ғаЛога o -nneoted with the 
Trinity House were also drawn up either in the courtyard of the 
mansion or in the adjoining street. 

A few minutes before balf-pnat eleven o'olook the members of 
corporations who were to take part in the ceremonial began to move 
on from the neighbourhood of Apsley House, where they hed 
formed into line, and at onos proceeded to Westminster Abbey. 
The principal corporations thus represented were those of Mau- 
cheater, Bolton, Preston, Salford, Dunstsble, Dover Harbour, Stir- 
ling, Oxford, Sunderland, Birmingham, Wolverhampton, Bradford, 
Macclesfield, Liverpool, Portsmouth, Southampton, Glasgow, Edin- 
burgh, Tiverton, Homsey, Sandwich, and Hastings. With them 
came the aelected members of tho Trinity House Corporation, and 
of the corporation of the Ойу of London, with the Lord Mayor as 
their chief. 

At twelve o'clock precisely the hesrss was drawn ар in the coart- 
yard, directly opposite the dcor of Cambridge House, and in a few 
minutes more the coffin containing tho remains of the once power- 
ful and briiliant minister, wore placed upon the moarnful carriage 
which was to convey him for ever from tho famous homo in which 
he had passed the last snd most splendid days of his life. The 
hearee itself was of simple and ye: elegant construction. It was 
drawa by six horses, snd on each of lia sides were introduced 
paintinge of the arma of the nable visoount uuited with the arme 
of the British Crown, in virtue, we believe, of his position as a 
Kcigbt of the Garter, the soroll beneath bearing the family motto 
“ Flecti non frangi," which so singulsrly ty pies the mingled strength 
cf his character.

Then followed the carrisges of the lato Viscount Palmerston, 
the Queen, Prince of Wales, Duke of Oambridge, Dachess of Inver- 
ness, and the carriages of all the foreign ambassadors and ministers 
representing their several countries in Eogland, and also c large 
number of the carriages of the English nobility. 

The solemn éortege slowly pursued its way down Picoadilly, 
along Bt. James's-strcot, Pall-mall, Obaring-cross, Whithell, and 
Parliament-otreet. ‘Che hearse reached the western gate, which is 
the main entrance to the Abbey, at seven minutes past ove o'clock, 
and there the cofin—having been covered with а black pall bearing 
a white satin border, and emblazoned with the arms of the noble 
viecount—waa removed into the interior of tbe sacred edifice. Lt 
was then followed by the chief mourners, by Visoount Bury. ad- 
vancing alone as the representative of her Majesty; by the Duke 
of Cambridge. similarly unacoompanied, and by the various Ca^inet 
ministers. Minute bells were tolled from the Abbey throughout 
the proceedirgs. The psopla aveembled along the whole of the 
passage from Piccadilly conducted themselves with marked solem- 
nity and propriety. 

About a quarter t» one o'c'ook the members of tha various cor- 
poratious which were represented arrived, and were conducted to 
the Bacrarium, or Presbytery, east of the pulpit, and outside the 
altar rails; and strangely enough the red and blce gowns of the 
Majors, Aldermen, and Common Oounollmen, contrasted with the 
occasion, and with the sombre garb of those present. 

His Royal Highness the Prince of Wales avd his Royal Highness 
the Dake of Cambri?ge on their arrival at the Deanery were con- 
ducted to the choir, the Prince being assigned в test on the right 
of the Dean on the south sice of the choir screen gato, aud the Com- 
mander-in- Ohief to a stall on the left ol tho Sub-Dean on the nor h 
side. 

Precisely at five minutes pset one, the crgan gave the signal thet 
the procession was abont to form; and, the body being removed 
from the hearse, the tolling of the Abbey boll ovased, and all was 
huehed into & reverend silence for en instant. Now were sung 
softly, sadly, slowly, Orotva funeral anthem, beginning, “ L sm the 
Resurrection and the Life;" snd, as the deep-toned organ rolled, 
the sweet voloes of the youthful ohoristers seemed to give to the 
eoncord of sweet sounds that subdued sen:e of hope, which the 
Burial Service of the Church ао effectively brings before ue. The 
procersion 88 f entered the choir was oom posed as follows :一 
Four Bedeamen of the Abbey.

And the peers, members of parlisment, foreign ministers, aud 
private friends, Who alone were permit'ed into t northern tran- 
sepi, look o1 into tre grevo avd prsecd away. Aud as they left the 
transept those who had stood in the Poeta” Corner were admitted 
through the cboir to see the ocflin, which wes decorated with the 
star of the Garter aud the grand оговв of the Bath, above and below 
the inscription. And almost the last to leave the scene were some 
female relatives of Lord Palmerston, who had occupied а portion 
of the srcading in the northern transept, and whose deep mourning 
added not a little to the solemn effect of the scene at this part of the 
grand old building. 

Just as the group around the grave wag dissolving, a black rain 
cloud passed over the face of the sky, which bad all the forenoon 
been alternating bet ween а smile ands tear. And ag it passed it 
osst а deep gloom over the transept and the tomb, blending faces 
and monuments into one strange бай not inhsrmonious mass, until 
one could hardly help the superstitious feeling that „the heavens 
were bleck with clouds and rain," in sympathy with the regret of 
the nation which they overspread. 

Lying with his feet to the east, the departed statesman has 
Osetlereagh on his right hend, George Oanning, his master, at his 
feet, and the Earl of Obatham on his left side. The pilot who 
weathered the storm” is close by; the greatest chief of the party 
which in his latter days be joined, Obarles James Foz, is nesr him ; 
William Wilberforce, whose hatred of the African slave trade 
Palmerston inherited, is on one side; aud Henry Grattan, whose 
impassioned periods he once listened to, sleeps within & few feet. 

And now we have seen the last of this atateeman, who was a 
link between us and times which are already fading away in the 
mist of sges. 

For bis own fame, he could not have died at а more fitting time. 
Aud people felt thet it was so. There was decent mourning, but 
there was no profound grief. Men who had gone to the funeral of 
Olyde and to the foneral of Outram, remembered tbat there down 
tho cheers of old comrades ram fast, blinding tears; bat on this oc- 
casion even tbe шопгавга were comparatively osim, as remember- 
ing that “ though men be so strong that come to foursoore 
years, yot is their strength then but labour and sorrow, 80 scon 
paszeth it away and we ёге gone " The years were brought to an 
end. and the tale wastold. Even those who had lost a deer per- 
sonal friend knew that it was time for him to and they conse- 
quently refrained from assuming sn outward ess of Sorrow, 
which every ore knew could not be as desply felt as though the 
dead had died younger. And іп 8 vault I witk encsustio tiles, 
in front of Nollekers’ monument to Lord Robert Manners, Captain 
William Bayne, and Osptsin William Blair, who fell two yeare 
before Pa'merston was born, in the fight under Rodney, they laid 
the old statesman to his rest. 

When the departing crowde, which found & drenching rain as 
they re:ohed the doore, had Irft only в few in the building listening 
to the fnal bars of the Dead March in“ Saul,“ there osme the feeling 
thet all was over, that we had done our last duty to bim who so 
long had done bis duty to his country, aad that now wae there 
ncthirg left to us but tho remains which the walls of St Peter's 
Abbey will guard ibrouybont time and the memory of the familiar 
form, of tbe pleasant face, of the friend-making manner, of the 
statotmanlike-mind which have been to most of us since our child- 
hood as familiar ag are cur nearest associates. And we came away, 
lesvieg the rich coffin with its honoured dust to the tradesman 
whom we must all employ — 

4 Who in the dark and silent gravo, 
When we have wandered all our ways, 
Shuts up the story of oor days.” 


THE БЕУ. DR. CUMMING ON THE DEATH OF LORD 
PALMER3TON. 

Ox Sunday morning the Rev. Dr. Cumming addressed his congre- 
gation, among whom were seated Lord Alfred Paget and Lord 
Keane, st hia church, Oro vn-oourt, Oovent- garden, upon the desth 
of Lord Palmerston. He seid that through the courtesy of the 
dean be obtained a seat at Westminster Abbey on Friday lest, and 
witnessed the burial of that great and good шар, Lord Palmoreton, 
who had played no small part in the history of the world dariog 
more then half a century, and who hed аб last departed in peace at 
tbe advanced age of eighty-one. It had been his (Dr. Oumaing’s) 
privilege to be in the company of that great mau more than once, 
and по one could coma in contact with him without being struck 
with his kindness, conciliation, end gentleness, es well as with the 
solemn sente he entertained of everything relating to true religion. 
He had the honour of meeting him once in private, and of then 
witnessing many of his estimable qualities. He remembered seeing 
him in tho pews of that oburob, listening attentively ard earnestly 
to the words of eternal life, and on retiring om one occasion 
bis lordship said to the family in whose pew he sat, "A very 
useful and а very instructive sermon,” а compliment whioh 
be (Dr Cummirg) prized very highly, beosuse it came 
from one who was a consummate judge of the goodness of 8 dis- 
course Tho happy way in which his lordehip presided at the 
festival of one of their Soottish obarittes would not be forgotten. 
The Dake cf Argyll, Dr Sinc'air, and he (Dr. Cumming), were ap- 
pointed ор that ocossion to meet Lord Palmerston on hie arrival in 
the committee-room. Wen his lordship osme those who knew 
him intima'ely received him with cordiality, ond he retarned their 
kirdnets іп his ueual sgreeable manner. He (Or. Oamming) did 
not wish to obtrude himself, and stood а little apart from where his 
more intimate friend were greeting him, but be osme up, shook 
him by the hend and ssid, “ Dr. Camming, have you forgotten me ? 
Don't you know that 1 sit under you st oburoh?" This term of 
“sitting under” a minister was generally used in Sootland. and 
kere it wee edop'ed by his lord:hip with all thet kindness and 
humility which wers traits in his charactor. Then, with all his 
usual bon homme avd obeer ul flow cf spirits, he entered freely into 
convereatiou snd gavo fall expression to his sentiments. Well, that 
great man bad now із Гей asleep.

THE announcement that the Dean of Westminster would preach 
at the Abbey on Sunday afternoon caused an immense congregation 
to assemble, in the expectation that the preacher would mske special 
roferenoe to the death of Lord Palmerston. Each of the Abbey 
doors was tbronged for some time before it was opened, aud the 
sscred edifice wat so densely orowded that a large number of per- 
sons were unable to be admitted. The great gallery which bad 
been erected in Poet's Oorner, for the &ccommodation of peers aud 
members of parlisment at the funeral on Friday had not been re- 
moved, and this was also filled. Amongst many distinguished per- 
sons present were the Dake of Argyll, Lord Houghton, Sir George 
Grey, and Bir Roderiok Murobison. The Desn sslected for his 
text the words, “See that ye walk ciroumepectly, redeeming the 
time, understanding what the will of the Lord is "—15th, 16:b, and 
17:h verses, 5th chapter of the Ephesians. 

A PASSENGER ор the London, Obatham, and Dover Railway was

ON Saturday afternoon an inquest was held at the Horse of 
Detention on Obarles Guataldi (alias Dubois, alias Darant), wh 
with another, Led been committed from the Marlborough- treet 
Police-court for the robbery at the Earl of Fife's and Lord Eldon's, 
and who was weli known to the police as having been engaged іп 
all the robberies at noblemen's houses in the metropolis ior some 
time past. By the evidence of the officials it appeared ihaton Thard- 
day week deceased was found within half an hour after an officer 
visited him hanging from the window in his oell. From the ete- 
mination made it appeared that deceased having made а noose 
his handkerchief, had passed the other end of the handkerch 
through it, thus forming a second and sliding noose, which he must 
have placed round his neck, and then mounting upon the stool 
provided for bim to sit upon he had placed the free end of the 
kerohict, in which he bad tied а knot, under the “hspper” or lid 
of the window, which ів curiously shap:d, PM the &ppear-

Westminster Abbey, the Queen spoke as the voice of the nation. 
It is nearly sixty years since Lord Palmerston first entered the ser- 
vios of the Crown, and the years which he actually gave his country 
fell little short of half a century. In the long retrospest of such a 
career, many acts шау be found, the expediency of which may 
now appear doubtful but none which oan impeach the singleness 
of his policy or the purity of his motives. His one thought was 
the honour and glory of England, and in his zeal for his sountry 
he was carefal to remember what wae due to the precious legacy of 
her past renown. Had а subordinate oficial served the nation go 
many years with such unwavering fidelity, his career would deserve 
recognition; but when we speak of the Firet Minister of the Orown, 
a national act of respect to his memory was almost inevitable. It 
js, in truth, many years since the memorable declaration was made 
by a party opponent that wo were all proud of Lord Palmerston, 
and in the unanimity of feeling manifested when his death was 
telegraphed through the country the distinotions of party and dif- 
ferences of opinion were fairly obliterated. And if the Queen 
expressed the wishes of the people in directing that Lord Paimer- 
ston should be honoured with a publio funeral, it may be added that 
her Majesty was no less fortunate in choosing the place of his burial.

the sentiment of the occesion. There was no sense of premature 
lois to check the feeling of thankfulness for the past and of trust 
for the future. Death was no longer the grim tyrant of medieval 
legend, running athwart all human гойтіу and baffling human 
hopes; rather was he the servant of the Almighty Will, doing His 
good pleasure. The Englishmen of all ranke, from the heir to 
the Crown downwards, who clustered about the open grave 
of Lord Palmerston, came to ley all that was mortal of 
him in it, as not being unworthy of sssocistion with the 
great statesmen whose remains lie around. The statue of the great 
Chatham loeked down upon the grave ; the younger Pitt and his 
rival Fox lie at the side of it; close by rest Grattan, Oastlereagh, 
and Canning, the younger,Osnving, and Horner, too early lost to his 
country. “ mighty chiefs sleep side by side,” their jealousies 
over, their di ended, and a greteful nation confesses that the 
ambition of each one of them was to serve his country.

Ar length we have got some statistics of the cattle plague, and а 
ghastly look they wear. Upwards of 14,000 animals are known to 
have been attacked by the plague since its first appearance, and of 
these nearly 12,000 have died. To be sure, more than 5,000 of these 
victims were killed to save curing, but they swell the total loas of 
stock. As to tho recoveries, they are registered just 707, which 
would be only five per cent. on the whole attacks. Probably the 
inoreased care and vigilance of the suthorities, now naturally on 
the alert, have more than compensated for the greater prevalence of 
disease. At all events the actual supply has been little interfered 
with, though prices have risen. As to the origin, however, or 
nature of this оме plague we areas much іп the dark as ever. 
If the recent telegram from India reporting its appearance in the 
Neilgherry hills oan be relied upon for exacinesa, there is an end to 
the theory of Russian importation, for we may presume that no 
English speculators” have been carrying cows from Revel to 
Oannsnore. But though the intelligence spoke definitely of the 
malady as “the” oattle disease, it is obvious that the disorder шау 
ba some ordinery murrain, and not the veritable “ Rinderpest." 
Bill there will remain many of these plagues to be accounted for. 
Was the Egyptian murrain the “Rinderpest,” and, if so, how was 
it imported from Russie? The murrain on the coasts ot the Medi- 
terranean, perhaps, came from Egypt, as the cholera hes done, bot 
where did it first begin? These and analogous questions will 
perhaps receive some light from the researches of the com- 
mission now sitting, but in the meantime, notwithstanding the re- 
port fıom the metropolis and the approach of winter, we oan hardly 
conclude that the disease i$ оп the decline. The number of oases 
officially reported during the third week of the lest month was 
greater than the number in the second, and the difference was oon- 
tributed by && many as nine districts out of the twelve, though the 
Increase was nowhere large, except in Scotland. Still, considering 
the extreme contagiousness of the disease, and the difficalty of 
putting restriotions on intercourse, tbe present state of things is 
better than might have been anticipated. We аге inclined to be- 
lieve, too, that the proportion of cures is increasing, perhaps owing 
to a mitigation in the virulence of the disorder, perhaps in conse- 
quence of more successful treatment.

THE WAR IN MEXICO. 

Tux present position of affairs throughout Mexico is fer from satis- 
factory. Many cities and States are still in open rebellion. The 
correspondent of the New York Herald, writing from the oity of 
Mexico, under date Oct. 1, says :一 

Matters appear to grow worse and worse for the empire; the 
Bepublicans, inoreasing in activity and boldness, have defeated the 
Imperial troops in a number of recent engagements. Republican 
detachments swarm all over the country, and one of them has ap- 
рыч within only thirty-six miles of the capital. In the State of 

era Oruz they defy all efforts for their expulsion, and make fre- 
quent forays. Іп ons of the towns of this Btate they bave 
established а newspaper organ. In the State of Osjsos 
the Imperial jourmals admit that their operations have as- 
sumed grave proportions, while in Zacatecas and Jallico 
they are sweeping all before thom. The United States consul 
in the city ot Mexico bad been refused admittance to the 
Imperial palace, he being informed that he was unknown there. 
It is said that the Confederate officers from this country now in 
Mexico have refased to comply with a request of Maxmilian’s Se- 
oretary of War that they should join his army, adding that here- 
after they could fight under no flag but that of the United States. 
The Emperor, Empress, and the Court were to start on a tour to 
Yuostan on the 5th inst Quite a number of Confederates were 
domiciled in Mexico. The ex-governor and ex-Oonfederate Gene- 
ral Sterling Price, of Missouri, the ex-Governor Esham G. Harris, 
of Tennessee, and Messrs. Maury, Roberts, J. Perkins, and W. Т. 
Hardman, had been appointed commissioners of colonization and 
emigration by Maximilian’s Government. 

On page 332 we give an illustration of the city of Santa Oruz, in 
one of the disaffected Btates of Mexico, where troops are being 
again organized for defence and otherwise. 


DEATH OF A FARMER'3 WIFE UNDER PECULIAR 
AND DISTRESSING CIBOUMSTANCE3. 


[From the North British Mail.) 


Ar half-past one yesterday (Thursday, the 19th ult.) morning a 
Port Glasgow cab drove up to the police-office at Greenock. 
Beside the driver was а polios-constable from Port Glasgow, named 
M'Donald. They stated that the cab contained в woman much the 
worse for liquor, whom they bad brought to the polioe-offlos for 
shelter. On proceeding to take the woman out, she was found to 
be dead, and her body was driven direct to the infirmary. She 
roved to be Jean Pollock or Simpson, wife of John Simpson, 
armer, Banks, parish of Inverkip. It appears that Mrs. Simpson 
left Bavensorsig Btation, oa the Wemyss Bay Heilway, which is 
abeut two miles dietent from her residence at the farm of Banks, on 
Wednesday morning, and proceeied to Glasgow, where she had 
some business to transact. She had arranged to return on the 
game line by the 545 pm. train from Glasgow the same evening. 
Her husband waited on the train at 6 44, but as she did not arrive 
by that, the last train, he despatched his son, a young man of 
twenty years of age, to Greenock, to wait оп some of tho later 
trains In the meautime she had trangsc'ed her business in Glas- 
gow, and taken the seven o'clock train there, intending to come on 
to Greenock. She must, in mistake, bave left the train at Port 
Glasgow, for about eight o'clock she was seen issuicg from the rai'- 
way-station there coneiderabiy auder the inflaence of liquer 
She was observed by the pol who, knowing her, bad her assisted 
into a cab and taken to the police-office. Superintendent Howdea 
and his wife made tea for hor, and she soon became lively, end oon- 
versed with them freely. Mr. Howden, however, did not consider it 
prudent to allow her to proceed home, as, even though she had gone 
on to Greenock by & later train, she hed still upwards of four miles 
of »ountry road to travel.

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THE BATTLE OF BALAKLAVA. 


Tux eleventh anniversary o! the Battle of Balaklava was celebrated 
on Wednesday evening, Ootober 25th, by a banquet at the London 
Tavern. Bir James Scarlett, K.O.B., presided, supported by the 
Earl of Cardigao, K CB, Lord George Paget, О.В, Msjor-General 
Hedge, О.В, and numerous other officers. We need not record the 
speeches given on the occasion; but at once proceed to give 
a short description of that memorable battle, forming the gub- 
ject of the meguificent two-page Illustration, which we take the 
opportunity of publishing in our present number; and which, we 
feel assured, be looked upon with pleasure by thousands of 


oppressive; between the cannon bursts one oan hear the champing 
of bits and the clink of sabres in the valley below.

With breathless suspense every 
one awaits the bursting of the wave upon the line of Gaelic 
rook ; but ere they came within 150 yards, another deadly volley 
flashes from the levelled rifle, and carries death and terror into the 
Russians. They wheel about, open files right and left, and fly back 
faster than they came. “ Bravo, Highlander? ! well done," shout the 
excited spectators; but events thicken. The Highlanders and their 
splendid front are soon forgotten, men scarcely have а moment to 
think of this faot that the 93rd never altered their formation to re- 
ceive that tide of horsemen. ‘ No,” said Sir Colin Campbell, “ I 
did not think it worth while to form them four deep!" ‘I'he ordi- 
nary British line, two deep, was quite sufficient to repel the attack 
of these Mascovite cavaliers. The Russians, however—evidently 
corps d elite —the light-blue jackets embroidered with silver lace, 
were 2:111 advancing on their left, at an easy gallop, towards the 
brow ofthe hill. A forest of lanoes glistened in their rear aud 
several squadrons of grey-ooated dragoous meved up quickly to 
support them аз they resche 1 tho summit. The instant they came 
in aight, the trampets of our cavalry gave out the warning blast, 
which told us all that in another moment we should see the shock 
of battle beneath our very eyes. Lord Raglan, all his staff and 
escort, and groupe of officers, and bodies of French infantry on the 
height, were spectators of the scene as though they were looking on 
the atage from the boxes of & theatre. Nearly every one dismounted 
and sat down, and not a word was said. The Russians advanced 
down the hill at & slow canter, which they changed to 8 trot, and 
at last halted. Their first line was at least double the length of 
ours—it was three times as deep. Behind them was а similar line, 
equally strong and compact. They evidently despised their insig- 
nificant-looking enemy, but their time was come. The trumpets 
rang out again through the valley, and the Greys and Ennis- 
killeners went right at the centre of the Russian oavalry. The 
space between them was only в few hundred yards; it was scaroa 
enough to let the horses gather way,” nor bad the men qui'e 
space sufficient for the fall play of their sword arms.

I had four papers and 
other letters in my side coat pooket. I led in my walk home 
on the Nottingham turnpike-road towards Spondon. 1 turnéd in at 
the toll-bar to pay my toll. I pay weekly. I heard footsteps 
coming behind me, but І did not know who the persons were. I 
then went to the top of Oberry Tree-lane, in —] Obaddes- 
den, and on getting to the top of the bill, about forty or gs É ре 
from Bir Н.
